It is expected that the subject 
will complete his studies in the spring of 1966 and will receive 
a degree of "Jurist in Soviet Law". 

2. SWYSTUN was a practicing lawyer in Winnipeg, having 
graduated in 1959. In May 1965 it was learned that he was at that 
time completing his second year towards his Masters Degree (L.L.M.) 

3. The subject's father Wasyl SWYSTUN, Sr., who died in 
December 1964 also practiced law in Winnipeg, and had been the 
Canadian Representative for "Iniurcollegia" (Soviet Law Society). 

In this capacity he had frequent contact with personnel from the 
USSR Lmbassy in Ottawa. Wasyl Michael SWYSTUN is not known to 
be a member of a Communist organization. 

4. It was expected that Wasyl Michael SWYSTUN on his return 
to Canada will fill the position of Canadian Representati ve for 
"Iniurcollegia". However, according to a source of unknown 
reliability it has been impHedb^yaan official of the USSR Embassy 
in Ottawa that it would depend upon what occurs after SWYSTUN 
returns to Canada whether he gets the appointment.
